as a protest against the arrest of polit- 
ical offenders opposing the allied pol- 
icy toward Russia. The government 
began a drive on the 17th to round up 
all advocates of violence in the coun- 
try. 


After a hunger strike of 74 days, 


which had drawn the attention of the 
world, Terence MacSwiney, lord mayor 
of Cork, died in Brixton prison, Lon- 
don, 
October 25. Great pressure had 


been brought to bear to secure Mayor 
MacSwiney's .release, but the govern- 
ment stood firm in its stand against 
the hunger strikers. 


King Alexander of Greece died on 


October 25 as a result of a bite by a 
pet monkey, and It was announced 
that the throne would be offered to 
Prince Paul, third son of former. King 
Constantine. 


Peace in China seemed to be finally 


assured by a proclamation issued by 
the government November 1, declaring 
that there had been a reunion of North 
and South China and calling for the 
election of a new parliament.

Industrial conditions grew more se- 


rious in Italy during the-late summer 
and fall. An obstructionist 'campaign 
was started by 500.000 workmen on 
August 22. On August 31, to Lom- 
bardy, 300 metal-working plants were 
.seized .by .employees .and workmen's 


j councils took charge of the plants. On 


September 14 the. workmen's council 
voted for' co-operative management 
and 
profit-sharing - by 
the 
work- 


men. At the same time the workmen 
took over 200 chemical works and sev- 
eral textile mills. Premier Giolltti In- 
ervened, and on September 19 the em- 
ployers agreed to his terms of settle- 
ment, granting increases of pay ret- 
roactive to July 15. The workmen ac- 
cepted the settlement and ordered the 
factories returned to the owners. 


An "industrial" crisis was_ precipitated 


n England on October 16 by a strike 
of 1,000,000 coal miners. On the 28th 
an agreement was reached for an in- 
crease in wages in consideration of a 
pledge on the part of the miners to 
lelp increase production. The strike 
was called off November 3. 


A severe business depression was 


felt throughout the United States dur- 
ing the closing weeks of the year. The 
trend toward lower wages was marked 
by the announcement of the textile 
mills of New England in December of 
a reduction In wages amounting to 
22% per cent.

by an explosion of a munitions dump 
at Rothenstein, East Prussia.

Colorado, 
made the 
modest claim 


that they have the greatest country 
school in the world. This may be an 
idle boast, but 
the 
facts are worth 


knowing_and they are herewith sub- 
mitted to a candid world. 


The San. Lutis valley lies between 


two mountain rannges in the south- 
ern pairt of Colorado—the Sangre de- 
Cristo range. which all ibut bars ac- 
cess 'on the east, 'and the great -Con- 
tinental divide. 


It may Ibe reached by a nuunlber of 


routes all of historical 
importance. 


The old Spanish trail is part of one 
route Another wiinds through Mesa 
Verde National park, where old 
General Cortez exterminated the In- 
dians some 'centuirtes ago, and where 
you will find abundant evidence of 
habitatron "by a race of people long 
before 'Cortez and the Indians fought, 
namely, the ancient cliff dwellers. 


The San Luis valley maintains an 


average elevation of about midway 
between 7,000 and 8,000 feet abovjB 
sea level, is 120 miles long north and 
south and is 60 males wide at the 
widest iplace. 


"* Geologists say that this valley was 
at some remote time the bed of 'a 
great lake and that the Rio Grande 
liver, which heads at ithe 
southern 


end, some time got on a rampage and 
cut the mountain ibanrrier and let the 
lake escape mto New Mexico, Texas 
and finally into the Gulf 'of Mexico, 
leaving behind it a vast level plain 
of fertile land. Much of *he valley is 
so level that irrigation ditches may 
be run on section lintes and watering 
done by the sub-irrigation method. 
This was done umtil it was found that 
the land became -wafer-clogged, then 
surface 'irrigation wais substituted. 


The San Luis valley claims to have 


»ot only the greatest country school 
in the world, (but boasts the longest 
line (with one exception) of raikioad 
without a curve in the -world—nearly 
70 miles. It also 
has the longest

POULTRY 
FLOCKS 


CAUSE OF TURKEY FAILURES 


When on Free Range There Is No 


Overfeeding and Necessary Exer- 


cise is Obtained. 


Improper 
feeding 
combined with 


close confinement, has been the cause 
of many failur/s in turkey raising. 
When on free range the poults are 
busy most of the day searching for 
feed. 
Here there Is no overfeeding 


and lack of exercise, such as poults 
are often subjected to by those Ignor- 
ant of their wants. If the range is 
plentifully supplied witl- green feed, 
grasshoppers, and other insects, and If 
the weather is favorable, the best plan 
is to allow the poults to feed them- 
selves. It is usually advisable, how- 
ever, to have them come home at night, 
and if driven up and fed at a certain 
place every night they will soon learn 
to come up themselves. . 


When, on account of rainy weather 


or unfavorable range conditions, it is 
advisable to raise the poults by the 
poop method, more care must be given 
?o their feeding. 


Successful turkey raisers use many 


different kinds of feed. Some suggest- 
ed by 'the United States department 
of agriculture poultry specialists fol- 
low: 


Hardrboiled egg chopped fine and 


corn-bread crumbs for the first week, 
and then whole wheat and Irulled oats; 
stale bread, soaked in 
milk and 


squeezed dry, for the first few days, 
and then common chick feed; clab- 
bered milk seasoned with a little salt 
.and pepper, corn-bread crumbs; equal 
parts "pinhead" oats, whole wheat and 
..•facked corn; cracked wheat; corn- 
meal and wheat bran mixed in the 
proportion of three to one and baked 
into bread; and bran or middlings 
ine-half, cracked Egyptian corn one- 
•luarter, wheat and hulled oats one- 
quarter. 


In addition to the above, skim milk 


and buttermilk are quite often fed, 
with excellent results. .A good plan 
Is to keep the milk in front of the 
poults during the morning and water

i tween the United States and England, 


those two jealous neighbors pledged 
themselves to disarm forever on the 
great lakes. By a common-sense busi- 
ness transaction, Florida, which was 
of little use to Spain, but of much 
use to the United States, was bought 
over the counter in 1820, a peaceable 
conquest that ranks only second to 
the Louisiana purchase. By a civil no- 
tice to the old world. In 1823, the 
whole new world was set aside under 
the Monroe doctrine as an Immense 
preserve of International peace. 
By- 


give-and-take in the Missouri compro- 
mise in 1820, North and South were 
bound together anew, though wlQt 
false ties.
